their families, and the scenes are 
comparable to those of last Sep- 
tember when Japan entered the 
conflict in earnest 
and 
began 


moving large home forces to the 
front. 


Tho political crisis which 
has 


risen from the China 
campaign 


may come to a head when'Prem- 
ier Prince Fumlmaro Konoye re- 
ports to the emperor tomorrow. 


The premier' returned to work 


today after nearly a month's ab- 
sence attributed to illness, dur- 
ing which rumors grew that he 
would resign in opposition to fur- 
ther extreme war measures urged 
by the military leaders. 


The prince himself said in an 


Interview that "there is no need 
to worry much" about "relations 
between 
the 
government 
and 


fighting services" due to the "cur- 
rent China situation." . 


He did say, however, that "the 


China question must be the ba- 
sis for solution of all outstanding 
domestic problems," and "beyond 
that I have no ideas about cab- 
inet changes." 


He declared 
his 
approval 
of 


formation of a new political party 
"from 
an 
idealistic 
viewpoint" 
but thought it "doubtful a better 
party can be formed by mere re- 
shuffling of existing ones." 


Bluntly, the premier dealt with 
reports that his home minister, 
Admiral 
Nobumasa 
Suyetsugu, 
was active behind the scenes in 
organizing 
a new 
nationalistic 
(fascist) party.

CLAIMED MANY WILD ANIMALS 


SUFFER FROM ARTHRITIS, ONE 


COMMONEST HUMAN DISEASES

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—W 


—Discovery that many wild ani- 
mals suffer from chronic arthri- 
tis, one of the commonest and 
most 
painful 
diseases 
of 
man, 


was announced today as a prob- 
able new clue to methods of con- 
quering It. 
.Speaking before the American 


. Philosophical Society, one of the 
oldest scientific organizations 
In 
the United 
States, 
Dr. 
Herbert 


Fox of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania declared he had found the 
disease in a large variety of ani- 
mals, both In zoos and In their 
natural habitat. 


It is frequently found In go- 


rillas, 
baboons and other great 
apes related to man, he declared, 
but also Is found In other ani- 
mals, such as hyenas. It Is even 
possible that some of the ancient 
dinosaurs had terrific cases of 
arthritis In the Joints of their 
huge bones. 
The disease in animals appears 


to be chiefly an affliction of the 
spinal column, Dr. Fox declared, 
tnd the studies mad* indicate 


that tho shock of walking or run- 
ning may be the primary cause. 
He upset several old theories con- 
cerning arthritis by declaring that 
"there 
la no apparent relation- 
ship' 'betweeji it and focal Infec- 
tions of the body, diets, or the 
place In which a person or ani- 
mal lives. 


Because 
of 
the 
similarity of 


tho disease in animals and man 
a new approach to the study of 
arthritis, which has been a par- 
ticularly 
puzzling medical 
prob- 


lem for centuries, Is opened up, 
said 
scientists 
who 
heard 
the 
report. 


New evidence that the work of 


thinking develops the brain and 
the size, of the head was reported 
to the 
society 
by 
Dr. 
Ales 
Hrdllcka. 


An 
appeal 
Issued 
through 


Science, weekly scientific journal, 
and the Associated Press "brought 
several scores of reports" from 
both men and women, "tho mod-

BORDER TOWN WAS 


BOMBEDJHURSDAY 


MANY KILLED AND WOUND- 
ED AND HEAVY PROPERTY 
DAMAGE WAS INFLICTED 


PERPIGNAN, France (At The 


Spanish 'Border), April

Spanish insurgent airmen 
today 
bombarded 
towns, troop concen- 


trations and one of the principal 
railways 
of Northern 
Catalonia 


in a drive to smash the remain- 
ing land links between Catalonia 
and France. 


At least 22 civilians were killed 


and 30 Injured at Puigccrda, Py- 
renees gateway, where a Catalon- 
ian railway reaches the 
French 


border at one of the three frontier 
posses remaining under govern- 
ment control. 


Six hours after the noon hour 


bombardment rescue crows dig- 
ging in the debris of the railway 
station and other Pulgcerda build- 
ings 
reported 
recovery 
of 
22 
bodies. 


Swoopintr low to 
rain 
bombs 


and machine-gun bullets, General- 
issimo Francisco Franco's planes 
raided a 40-mile branch railroad 
between Puigccrda and Rlpoll In 
upper Goerona province. 


The bombardment of Puigcerda 


began at noon when four bombers 
and four pursuit planes swept In 
over the Prrences.

lasted almost half an hour, with 
one bomb dropped every minute. 


Number of Buildings Hit. '
